Heart Attack Is 
Fatal To Retired 
Businessman Here 


President Eisenhower took to 
the air waves in a “report to the 
nation” Tuesday night and de- 
tlared there would be no tax re¬ 
duction this year. 

Warning that “freedom is un¬ 
der mortal fire from the coldly 
calculated" Russian peril, t h e 
President in a nation-w'ide radio 
broadcast announced a five-point 
tax program designed to protect 
the nation’s economy and still 
permit it to arm and be ready 
for the worst.” 

The President outlined this tax 
program, which he submitted 
next day to the Congress where 
many members of his own party 


William Ollie Blair, 73, retired 
merchant and one of Morgan 
county’s best known citizens, 
died suddenly at his home in 
West Liberty Monday shortly be¬ 
fore noon of a heart ailment. 

Mr. Blair had been to the bank 
and elsewhere in town that 
morning. Upon returning home, 
he lay down on a couch to rest 
and died soon after of a heart 
attack. He had been in failing 
health for a few years but his 
death came as a distinct shock to 
all who knew him. 

Bom Dec. 23, 1880 at Blairs 
Mills, he was a son of Jeems M. 
and Louisa Elam Blair, members 
of pioneer Morgan families. His 
father was Deputy U. S. Marshal 
for a number of years. 

Mr.* Blair’s first wife, Edith Ad¬ 
kins, died in 1902. Two of the 
children of this union died in in¬ 
fancy. Later he was married to 
Ella Lewis, who survives. Also 
surviving are two sons. Stanley 
and Boyd Blair, West Liberty 
business men. Mr. Blair’s oldest 
son, Asa died some years ago. 
Surviving also is a sister, Mrs. 
K. H. Easterling of Blairs Mills, 
and a half-sister, Mrs. Beckham 
Gross of West Liberty. I 

Mr. Blair was well known and I 
widely related in Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky. For many years he was a 
traveling salesman, riding horse¬ 
back and by wagon over a wide 
territory. Later he operated the 
Wrigley Mercantile Company at 
Wrigley for about 10 years when 
that community was an impor¬ 
tant shipping point in the More- 
head and North Fork Railroad. 
He moved to West Liberty in 
1929 and for several years was 
associated with the Blair Whole¬ 
sale Company here, retiring in 
1945 because of failing health. 
He was a devout member of the 
Methodist church here and a 
member of the Masonic Lodge. 

An assemblage that filled the 
church to overflowing, many of 
them from out of town, attended 
the funeral which was conducted 
in the West Liberty Methodist 
church Wednesday morning from 
10 to 11. Circuit court and places 
of business were closed during 
the rites out of respect for the 
deceased. The floral offerings 
were profuse, banking the bier 
and filling the chancel of the 
church. 

Rev. W’m. Pope, pastor, preach¬ 
ed the funeral sermon. Rev. Fred . 
Penniston, minister of the Chris- ; 
tian church, read the Scripture; ‘ 
Rev. M. B. Whitt of Wrigley read ! 
the obituary, and Rev. Gordon ‘ 
Duncan, Baptist pastor, offered j 
prayer.

taxes scheduled to go into effect 
next April 1. 

3. Postpone the scheduled re¬ 
duction in consumer excise taxes 
due to go into effect April 1. 

4. Postpone the increase in old 
age security taxes from l'^ to 2 
percent due to go into effect next 
January 1. 

5. Continue personal income 
taxes at the present rate until 
January 1 when they automati¬ 
cally will be reduced 10 percent 
under the present law. 

Regarding the 10 percent cut in 
personal income taxes scheduled 
next January 1, the President 
warned that if there is no gradual 
improvement in the world situa¬ 
tion in coming months, he will 
be forced to recommend “alter¬ 
native sources of revenue” to re¬ 
place the reduction. 

On Wednesday a majority of 
Republicans on the House Ways 
and Means Committee, which 
handles tax legislation, said they 
had agreed to oppose extending 
the excess profits tax as asked 
by the President. Chariman Reed, 
Republican of New York, said in 
a .radio address he intended to 
“fight all the way” for a tax re¬ 
duction bill and it was under-

“Zeedie” sold plate lunches for 
25 cents without drinks, 30c with. 
He bought his first can of lard 
from Homer Elam for $2.00. He 
bought hamburger for 7^ cents 
a pound and sold ham sandwiches 
for 10 cents each. 

Mrs. Cassia Gilliam and Leona 
Lacy were his first employees and 
he paid from $2.50 to $4.00 a week 
for help.

j The wireworm materials may 
! have different trade names but 
I the active ingredient should be 
I either Aldrin, chlordane. or lin- 
' dane. Here is a table showing 
! how much of various strength 
j materials to use; 

For chlordane or aldrui— 

I Use 40 ounces of 10 percent 
! material per 50 gallons ot water. 
Use 16 ounces of 25 percent ma¬ 
terial per 50 gallons of water. 
Use 8 ounces of 50 percent ma¬ 
terial per 50 gallons of watc;. 

For lindane, in each 50 gallo.ns 
of water— 

Use 10 ounces of 5 percent so¬ 
lution. Use 5 ounces in 10 per¬ 
cent solution. Use 2 ounces in 
25 percent solution or wettable 
powder. 

It usually takes four to six 30- 
gallon barrels of setter water to 
set an acre of tobacco. 

Another way to use it is to use 
20 gallons of water instead of 50. 
Dip the roots of the plants in the 
solution instead of using it as 
setter water.
